The presentation of these plays is in the nature of a work- 
shop project of English 13, and serves to show the the contrast 
between two different, ways of staging. 

The first play tn he presented* 
is Thornton Wilder's play, "The 
Happy Journey". It has been 
producer! without «ccnen* or 
properties in aceorrlancc witii 
Wilder's attempt to go back to 
the bare stage. He works with 
the principle that "the play is 
the thing." .\nother feature of 
this type of production is audi- 
ence participation. In the words 
of the author himself, "although 
the speech,. manner and business 
of the actors is colloquial and 
realistic, the production should 
stimulate the imagination and 
be imi)Iied and suiigc^iivc." 

The theme o( Ihc play brings 
back mcmoriGS o( the days when 
people did go on annual summer 
motor trips. An average American 
family, the Kirb.vs, go nil to visit 
a married daughter in Camden. 
The "ear" is represented by four 
chairs — tlic imagination of the 
audience does the rest. The cast 
includes Nora Mngid as Ma Kirby. 
••whose humour, strength, and hu- 
manity constitute the unifying cle- 
ment throughout'.' according to the 
author, Thornton Wilder, Jim 
O'ncilly as Pa, perpetually brow- 
beaten but resigned to il, Helen 
Lcavittf a.<; tocn-aged Caroline Kir- 
by. who is IcHving the make be- 
lieve stage and reaching that of 
make-up.

RVH Centenary Observed; 
Hospital History Revealed

Both till Royal Victoria Hospital 
and the Montreal Maternity Hos- 
pital arc celebrating anniversaries 

today; tlic former is observing its 
Golden Jubilee, and the latter its 
centenary. To mark the occasion 
the Earl of Athlone and Her Royal 
Highness the Princess Alice made a 
special trip to Montreal. 

His Excellency, the Governor- 
General, inspected the hospital yes- 
terday in his capacity as "Visitor" 
to the Royal Victoria ' under the 
terms of its Federal charter. The 
Princess Alice officially opened a 
new nursery in the Montreal Ma- 
ternity Hospital. Tliis nursery has 
been especially designed for the 
care of premature babies, and it is 
said that it will be among the finest 
on the continent. 

The Governor-General and the 
rrince:-s Alice attended a reception 
in the assembly hall of the Nurses' 
Home at the close of their visit, and 
this marks the end of the celebra- 
tions. 

This visit is tlic first offici.tl one 
by His Excellency in his capacity 
as "Visitor", a position which he 
also holds at McGill University by 
the terms of its charter. The 
Royal Victoria Hospital forms part 
of the McGill Medical Faculty in 
its capacity as one of the teaching 
hospitals. 

In an introduction to a history of 
the Montreal Maternity Hospital, 
written by Miss Caroline Barrett, 
R.K. superintendent of nurses, and 
Dr, John Fraser, physician-in-chict 
Dr. W, Chipman v/ritei: 

"The function of a hospital Is a 
threefold one; for, it provides for 
the patient a full need of skilled 
and scientific care and, then it 
teaches this care to tbe yoùnsrphy»

sician, the studentd. and the nurse; 
and finally, it extends this knowl- 
edge by study and research." 

According to the booklet tlie 
.Montreal Maternity vas first known 
as the University Lying-in Hospital. 
It rendered charitable service and 
provided for the instruction of the 
faculty students in practical mid- 
wifery. It was first located near 
the market place and consisted only 
of a few rooms. In 1847 the site 
of the hospital was moved to 
Charles Borromec' Street when it 
occupied larger quarters. Five 
years later the hospital was moved 
to D3 SI. Urbain' Street. 

In 1904 a new building was con- 
structed on the same Street. It was 
a fine modern institution and its 
construction was largely due to the 
generosity of Mrs. W. R. Miller and 
Sir William Macdonald. This in- 
stitution was the first to be erected 
for the sole purpose of obstetrics by 
the hospital and McGill University. 

A great step in the progress of 
obstetretics was accomplished with 
the provision of public, semi-pri- 
vate and private accommodations 
for patients witli n few beds for 
pre-natal observation. This build- 
ing served as a fine maternity cen- 
tre for the trcalmcnt of patients, 
and as an Important training centre 
for students, nurses, and doctors. 

In 1026 It was decided to move 
the hospital to its present site at 
Hoyal Victoria Hospital in order to 
bring it into closer contact with a 
large hospital where laboratoricj, 
consultants, and many other facili- 
ties could be made available for 
women.

Queens University Maintains 
War Length Médical Coarse

.Kingston. Ont.. March' 7.— (CUP)— Indications are. according to the 
Aesclupian Society, that after preliminary contact between the govern 
inent and the University, the present accelerated medical course will con- 
tinue. It had been reported that the present second year of Medicine 
might revert to pre-war length. 

The Aeieluplan Society, the ex 
ccutive representative of the entire 
medical student body, has sent a 

letter to the University and the 
Army officials, stating that it fav- 
ours continuing the accelerated plan 
in view of an uncertain future. 
Copies will be sent to other UnlV' 
ersitics to get a national viewpoint 

Although university officials can 
not make any statement until ap- 
proval is received by Ottawa, the 
situation as gleaned from other 
sources is that Queen's, after a 
meeting of some 20 of the medical 
fcculty, has suggested to the gov 
ernment it would prefer to return 
to the slower six-year course. Sec 
ond year is still on the accelerated 
course pending final decision. . 

This means that the present medi- 
cal sophomores Instead 'of returning 
to their third year on April 10, 
sftcr .writing finals March 20, .will 
remain oiit of the university until 
September 25, and will tlien con- 
tinue the old system. There is no 
third year and the present fourth 
year will continue to be accelerated.

Visitor to Take Salute of C.Â.U.C. 
On Steps of Arts Building 

This morning, in his capacity as Visitor to the University, 
His E.\cclloncy the Earl of .\tiilonc, wi!I inspect the various 
brandies of war rcscnrcli wiiich arc l)cing conducted by members 
of the McGill staff. His Excellency, attended by Sir Shuldham 
Rcdfcrn and U. tlic Hon. Ernie Chatficid, R.X.vIr., .\.D.C., will 
arrive at lO.oO a.m., and will be met by Chancellor Morris M. 
Wilson and Principal James. He will then attend a reception in 
the Principal's office, at which the Deans will be prc'cnted. 

^ Following the reception, the 
Earl of Athlone will be con- 
ducted tlirotigh the Physics 
building by Dr. A. N. Shaw. He 
will view the original atom- 
smashing apparatus devised by 
Lord Rutherford whilo at Mc- 
Gill, and will inspect the re- 
search, labs, in the building. He 
will also attend a lecture of one 
of the C.A.U.C. classes which 
will be in progress. 

He will then view a display of 
plastics arranged by Dr. R. V. V. 
Nicholls, in the Chemistry build- 
ing, where he will be welcomed by 
Dr. O. Maass. and later inspect the 
research labs in the Biological 
building. These include the gene- 
tics work of the Department of 
Physiology; blood bank research 
conducted by Dr. O. F. Denstedt, 
which includes a method of pre- 
serving live blood; and the R.C.AT. 
nutrition lab. 

From 1.00 to I.IS, the Governor- 
General will take 'the salute at a 
march past of the two classes of the 
Canadian Army University Course 
from the steps of the Arts build- 
ing. During this time, the doors will 
be locked, but students may enter 
or leave the building by the side 
doors. 

This is the first inspection of the 
University by the Visitor as such, 
although he has attended the con- 
vocations in this capacity. He will 
not be concerned with student ac- 
tivities at this time, because of the 
importance of McGlll's contribution 
to war research. There is an indica- 
tion that he may devote his next 
visit to the instructional part of 
the University's program, however. 

It was pointed out yesterday by 
University authorities that it was 
not possible to disclose all the 
laboratories which would be in- 
spected by the Visitor of the Uni- 
versity, since most of these are en- 
caged in secret war research. . 

This morning Her Royal Highness 
the Princess Alice will visit the 
Salvation Army Red Shield Hos-' 
less House. 640 Cathcart street, and 
tonight His Excellency and Her 
Royal Highne£s will honor Mr. and 
Mrs. J. W. McConnell at dinner; 
later they will attend the reception 
being held by the governors of the 
Royal Victoria Hospital and the 
auxiliary board of governors of the 
Royal Victoria Montreal Maternity 
to celebrate the golden Jubilee of 
the hospital and the centenary of 
the Maternity Hospital 

Tomorrow they will attend the 
R.C.A.F. Reich Raiders' exhibition 
in Eaton's in the morning; in the 
afternoon Princess Alice will visit 
the R.C.A.F., W.D. Wireless School, 
and in the evening they will at- 
tend the opening of the Loan Ex-1 
hibit of Great Paintings, which is 
being held "in aid of the sufferhig ' 
children of Europe." 

Yesterday Their Excellencies of- 
ficially inspected two. wards of the 
Royal Victoria Hospital, later visit- 
ing the Training School for Nurses.

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Theological Separation 

Tlie students in Tlicology on tiie Mc- 
Gill campus iiave decided to refrain from 
entering tlte Students' Society during tlic 
current session. Every effort has been 
made by the Students' Executive Council, 
and by certain of the Thcologs, to bring 
about a better understanding between tlie 
two bodies, but with no success. 

The facts of the case arc as follows: 
the Theological colleges, while being 
affiliated with McGill University, arc 
separate colleges. In former years the 
membership fee in the Students' Society, 
the ^IcGill Union, and the Undergraduate 
Society was paid by the college which the 
Theolog attended. Tiie college administra- 
tion decided however thai those theological 
students who wished to become mero||>ers of 
the Students' Society, which is an organi- 
zation of the McGill College part of Mc- 
Gill University, could pay their own fees. 
This tiie thcologs have refused to do, in- 
dicating that they feel that membership in 
the Students' Society is not worth ten dol- 
lars. 

This attitude is rather surprising, for 
in the past there have been theological 
students who have led the studènt body, 
and others have devoted a great deal of 
time and energy to student activities. We 
are sure that none of these individuals felt 
that their time was wasted, and yet the 
: present class feels that close association 
, with the student body is of little benefit 
. to them. 

This is the attitude of persons who will 
. in time be the spiritual leaders of the com- 
, TOunity. We feel that it is unjustified, for 
association with their fellow students will 
KivÈ them an understanding of human 
. nature which will stand them in good stead 

• when they assume the full burden of their 
■ vocation. In refraining from association 

• with the whole student body, they , are 
; treating an artificial cloister, from which 

they will be forced to émerge if they are 
. to benefit to the spiritual welfare of their 
■■ fellow men. f hèy cannot hope to keep their 
' feet on the ground if they are aasoôiated 
only with thèse persons who are imbued 
with the same high ideals. 

In addition to the loss in valuable ex- 
■periencc, to which the Thcologs arc sub- 
jecting themselves, they lose the use of 
certain facilities, the McGill Union, and 
thô Daily, and also the right to participate 
. in student government. 

The student bo<iy also loses the tîfwi. 
of whatever influence for good th»y might 
have had upon canipus groUj^s or upon in- 
dividual students, either by tiièir exaniplè 
'6t by their counsel. 

It would appear that no one gains, hnd 
that no good can result from their attitude. 
We can hope, however, that the classes of 
succeeding years will consider it a benefit 
'and a duty to reestablish membership in 
the Students' Society, 



THOMAS MANN 

Outline Sketch and Appreciation of 
His Prose Fiction

I should now like to proceed to a 
chronological survey of the more important 
fiction works— the shorter ones being sum- 
med up in the "Stories of Three Decades." 
It is astonishing how quickly Mann enter- 
ed his stride. It Is only in the very lirst 
pages of his first important story that we 
notice any clumsiness whatever. From 
there on Mann's writings arc an almost 
uninterrupted pageant of masterpieces, 
stretching from his twentieth year to his 
sixty-sixth— that is, to the present day. In 
"Little Kerr Friedemann," indeed, we al- 
ready have Mann at his best^j Ki teithe 
character and life of a cripple, tôlâ^ln^stiéh 
a manner that we foel Mann must be a 
spirit able actually to live within the soul 
of anything on earth, and retell afterwards 
all that he has seen in such fashion as to 
break our hearts. As in all his stories, one 
experiences emotions formerly felt only 
on direct contact with tho most impressive 
circumstances of real life. From the stand- 
point of expression— the story is told with 
marvellous simplicity, transmitting to per- 
fection the peaceful atmosphere of tha • 
cripple's life, and making the ending all 
the more tragic when it comes. 

It would be futile to describe the stories 
one by one, particularly since, as I have 
said, they have each quite a separate life 
of their own. Thus we will proceed by 
groups, keeping in mind the general char- 
acteristics of Mann's style, which I have 
outlined. In the first group the main stories 
are "Little Herr Friedemann," 'The Dil- 
ettante," "Disillusionment," "Tobias Min- 
dernlckel," "Lltllc Liizy," "The Wardrobe," 
and "The Way to the Churchyard,"— group- 
ed about the novel "Buddenbrooks." These 
stories are so many more facts reflecting 
many-coloured rays of light from the Jewel 
that is"nioma8 Mann. The novel Is again a 
separate manifestation. Buddenbrooks Is 
the wor.k which approaches closest to the 
recent "Joseph" in style. A wealth of de- 
tail is used, coupled with a simplicity and 
lack of what wc know as dramaUzaUon 
which are later fully developed in the re- 
cent work. The style is somewhat reminis- 
cent of Dickens, but on the surface more 
simple, while In reality deeper and infin- 
itely more subtle. Plot plays Utile part,*" as 
in all his work. He is supremely true to 
life In his manner of makingtheaimple pro- 
gression of ^events.. Interesting without in- 
troducing artlfidalized situations or other 
such devices. All the interest In his work- 
as in life— comes from life itself. Do wc 
stop to think why our own existence en- 
grosses us so? Action, passivity, dullness, 
character, hate, love, engage our attention 
—everything, because it Is part of life. So it 
is with Thomas Mam»—cverythhis In his 
work|ls^jto«^bg;-;in it^ own right, as 



part of life. It Is not getting to the end-> 
i.e., to death— that is important: It is see- 
ing and absorbing all that with which life 
puts us in contact on the way there, which 
Is Important: and again it is this idea which 
makes plot of such secondary importance 
in Thomas Mann's work. Tho simple move- 
ment of life suffices as material for his 
weaving— and, as I have said belore, his la 
the unique gift of being able to give his 
MiTiting about life the vigour and charm 
which life itself holds for us. 

Nevertheless, there is the inevitable de- 
sire to heighten the colour of simple events, 
which is Inherent In everyone, and espe- 
cially in the young artist. It Is perhaps 
here that we find the clue to Mann's ulti- 
mate change of style. He -felt that he 
wished to be true to life In the deepest 
sense. With merciless self-flagellation he 
stripped off the enticing robes of his lit- 
erary style to the present, and proceeded 
to pick them clean of the least vestige of 
sensationalism, exaggeration, or artificial 
life, leaving Just the skeleton of his whole 
life's progress. The result was "Joseph," 
which wc will touch on later. 

I have spoken of this last subject in 
this particular position because Budden- 
brooks was in a sense a misplaced fore- 
shadowfng of what was to come. Before 
, "Joseph," we still have a period of thirty 
years to traverse— important years, com- 
prising the "Tonio Kroger" group of stories 
—expressing the eternal lament of the 
artist's conflict with himself and with so> 
ciety. In this period Mann runs through a 
whole new gamut of characters, personages, 
experiences, situations, all centred about 
this theme. Here we can see very well In- 
deed that Mann has himself gone through 
everything about which he is writing. In 
fact, in "Tonio Kroger," and "The Hungry." 
he grasps by the horns that problem of 
which I have spoken— the desire for dm- 
plidty. In the last paragraph of "Tonio 
Kroger," written In 1902, he foretells his 
own life belter than anyone else could ex- 
press it; Indeed, in the ending words he 
outlines his own approach to art in a 
fashion which it would be difficult to bet- 
ter. I mu9t quote: 

"The work I have done so far is nothing 
or not much— as good as nothing. I will do 
better— this is a promise. As I write, the 
sea whispers to me and I close my eyes. I 
am looking Into a world unborn and form- 
less, that needs to be ordered and shaped; 
I see into a whirl of shadows of human 
figures who beckon to me to weave spells 
to redeem them; tragic and laughable 
figures and some that are both together— 
and to these I am drawn. But my deeptst 
and secret love belongs to the blond and 
blue-eyed, the fair and living, the happy.

Why arc so many of us dissat- 
isfied and uneasy about "Arts"? 
(About "Arts" at least insofar 
as they are "impractical" and 
"of no use"). 

One reason for our uncom- 
fortable feeling is the war, 
the external reality, which one 
can blame for all uneasiness and 
dissatisfaction. 

The inner reason is our own 
failure— Which failure? What Is 
the "soul", in the body of. 
"Arts", what is the radiaUng 
nucleus of literature and philo- 
sophy? It is faith-Faith in Cod. 
in truth, In life, in love. Faith 
In values, whatever they may 
be. 

Tlie values changa. Faith re- 
mains the essential. 

Without faith, works of liter- 
ature are at best enjoyable 
"delicatessen", "litblls". — The 
study .of literature, without 
faith, is a study in "aesthetic 
gourmandise"; the study of 



philosophy— more or less fas- 
cinating braln-gymnastlcs. 

At its worst a course in lit- 
erature is a study of dead 
people, of dead knowledge, of 
dead facts, which are to be 
swallowed without being di- 
gested and to be vomltted 
forth at cxamen-tlme. Arc 
piere "other possibilities"? 

Let us mention the rare In- 
stance of a person who devel- 
ops an Intense historic Interest, 
—with a strong faith in the posi- 
tive significance (meaning) of 
human development he finds in 
a literature, in a philosophy, the 
expression of an "evolutionary" 
stage.— The author of "Views 
_ and Reviews" is a case In point; 
. ' but he too has, what most of us 
have not. He has faith. 

Others believe in exams. 

Perhaps even "they" do feel, 
occasionally, that a poem is 
something pretty, ^d a tragedy 
an elevating holiday>affair. But

Here we have the future; a genius feels 
within himself the formless forms of a new 
art, a better art, based upon the "happy, 
lovely, and conunonplace." 4 ,V • 

Nevertheless, Mann continued turning 
out his masterpieces of the earlier type for 
another ten yean^^ore entering upon 
what may be considered as the period in* 
troductory to the great change— the period 

.of "Death in Venice." "A Man And His 
Dog." "The Magic Mountain," "Early Sor- 
row,". "Mario Aqd The Magician." Every 

,one of thCse works is assigned to immortal 
life, and the whole body of them compris* 
ing the pre-war, and post-war period. Is 
a narrowing down of sphere towards the 
"Joseph* project. All. ncverthelefs, still re- 
tain a great deal of the earlier dramatic 
pwtrayal, and again defy being put into a 
class— each one is a great and unique work . 
In a different field. For instance, the 

•"Magic Mountain," a novel into which 
Mann poured all his vast resources of 
knowledge and novclistic power. Verily it 
is a "Magic Mountain," as If built by sup- 
ernatural powers, high above, worlds away 
from, the ordinary life of the universe. 
Nevertheless it bears the painful stamp of 



the war peHod in the personality of the 
Jesuit Naphta and the ending upon the 
battlefield, an ending which ends nothing, 
which one hesitates even to call tragic. J. 
will not presume to attempt to transmit the 
qualities of this chief among masterpiccs. 
Let it suffice that it is Mann's most brii-^ . 
liant, many-sided, . and comprehensive 
work. This should cany its own train of 
inferences. 

At last we come to the period of the 
great transition— when the style of which 
we have spoken with reference to Budden- 
brooks reached lis culmination; where art 
and life become one. Detail is massed; 
simplicity Is simplified and realized to the 

' Iranes: sensation Is wiped from the scene. 

' In direct contrast to his earlier realism, we 
are left to interpret the Interior life of in- 
dividuals through a half-real picture of 
their exterior life and only the omst hid- 
den and profound constituents of their 
background. The "Joseph" books are 
poured forth: one, two, three, four, with 
practically no variation in style, and are 
followed by "Tlic Beloved Returns," centred 
about Goethe, and In an almost identical 

• form. 

It is no whim of Thomas Mann's which 
has impelled him to throw off everything 

which he had and adopt this new style. Of 
one of the great factors we have spoken— 
Tonlo Krogcr's envy of blond, happy Hanç 
Hansen. Of the others wc have yet to 
speak. One is quite simply that Thomas 
Mann has aged, and the aged, particularly 
the wise aged, wish to prepare themselves 
for death. Mann docs this by a complete 
clarification and simplification, a complete 
housccleaning and revision, a complete 
soul-e.\amlnation and a decisive adoption of 
the revised code. There is always some- 
thing nice and full in the works of great 
artists growing old. It is as if they were 
bequeathing to the younger generations the 
distllied meaning of that phase of life when 
all is pervaded by the approaching limits 
of once unlimited horizons. It Is a mar- 
vellous feeling to read the four books of 
the simple Biblical story of "Joseph," told 
ever more simply than in the Bible; to 
wade heavily and slowly through them, as 
though with limbs weighted down, and find 
at the end that every word and idea which 
was expressed has become Indelibly Im- 
printed on one's brain. Everything is soak- 
ed In as if one had been lying in a bath of 



Tliomas Mann's words for years and years. 

It is the culmination of Mann's genius— a 
literary feat unequalled In all time. It is 
the limit of the combination of art and in- 
tegrity to oneself. And yet— limit is a dan- 
gerous word to use, especially where 
Thomas Mann is concerned. For there is 
the other side of the picture— where 'there 
is a limit to one life, there is npnc to art. 
This new style will not, I feel, satisfy Mann 
as It stands. It has definite drawbacks, as 
comes evident in "Lotte In Weimar." There 
it becomes dry, and as In the "Joseph," it 
is sometimes difficult to follow the artist's 
broad trend of thought through the mass 
of detail. As for the last book, "The IVans- 
posed Heads," I consider it as merely a 
light and not very significant interlude 
between the published portion of the 
"Joseph" and that which Is yet to come. 
The literary world is eagerly awaiting the 
appearance of the next volume of the 
"Joseph," somer time this year. I feel 
assured that Marin will continue to modify 
his new form, in fashions which wc can- 
not predict, but which will assuredly send 
us a new flash of light from this endless 
• personality. 

Till the present, looking from the broad 
point Jof view, the new idiom has not fully 
succecded-^as the last great works of 
Beethoven, the string quartets and the 
Ninth ^Symphony, did not fully succeed, 
and for the same reason. Their involved 
form, still strange to the composer himself, 
was not yet fully articulated. The earlier 
works of Thomas Mann I must say are 
artistically (which is' what counts In art) 
better than the latest ones. No amount of 
philosophical explanations will replace the 
sound of the splash as Little Hcrr Frlcdc- 
mann crawled to the river's bank on his 
belly, raised his trunk, and dropped his 
head and the upper part of his body in the 
quiet water; no aesthetic arguments will 
give us again the sight of Mcinheer Pfef- 
fcrkom delivering his fantastically sound- 
less oration amid the overwhelming crash 
of the waterfall, nor yet the phantom 
shape of old Gustavo Aschenbach following 
as hypnotized the delicate little figure of 
the boy III the sailor suit. 

No one will give them to us again, but 
no one can take them away. No one can 
steal from 'anyone the taste and the 
memory of the amazingly tangible life 
which he has lived in any one of Thomas 
Mann's: manifold worlds of words. r > >

RVHGentenary Observed 
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Hospital from Its beginnings in 
1844. At that time the Ladles' Com- 
mittee of Management first met 
and agreed that • the affairs of - the 
Institution should be condticted by) 



two committees, one for domestic 
management, under the control of 
the ladies, and tiie other for pro- 
fessional. 

At first immigrant women and 
unmarried mothers formed the 
larger .part of the hospital popula- 
tion. Through careful administra- 
tion and judicious publicity the 
prejudice against having children 
born In a hospital was overcome 
and gradually the desire to have 
babies born in a hospital proved so 
widespread that the hospital' was 
overcrowded and the board and its 
supporters were convinced of the 
need of greater expansion. 

The history of the Royal Victoria 
Hospital fills a period of only half 
that of the ^lontreal Maternity Hos- 
pital. The story of Its establishment 
Is told very impressively by Mar- 
Jorle Doble Munroc In her book 
"The Training School for Nurses, 
Royal Victoria Hospital, 1894-1943." 

The building of that -hospital Is 
Interwoven with the achievements 
of Sir Donald Smith and Sir George 
Stephen, later Lord Strathcona, ana 
Lord Mount Stephen. 

When the driving of the last spike 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway re- 
leased the former two, man for ac- 
tivity with 'the hospitalization pro- 
blems which presented themselves, 
feeling was running high about the 
lack of accommodations for private 
patients and the overtaxing of facil- 
ities for public patients. The climax 
of strong feeling was reached when 
(he'^gold medalist of the McGIU 
Medical School was unable to get 
an appointment as interne at a 
Montreal hospital because members 
of the hospital staff were elected 
by hospital subscribers rather than 
appointed by the medical board. 

It was then that the decision was 
reached that a hospital should be 
built and equipped which would 
"meet the needs of both rich and 
poor, impartially serve the medical 
profession, and, finally, provide fit- 
ting memorial to a sovereign great- 
ly admired by these two public 
spirited subjects." "nie two men In 
question were Sir Donald Smith 
and Sir George Stephen. 

The Initial gift of these men was 
augmented by subsequent gifts, and 
their example was followed by 
many men and women. The Earl 
and Countess of Aberdeen officially 
opened the hospital on December 2, 
1893. By the end of the first year 
1,570 patients had been adndtted. 

An expansion of the facilities of 
the hospital marked the closing 
years of the century. By 1896 the 
whole hospital was free of debt in 
spite of the addition to its physical 
assets. The institution progressed 
through the years, meeting the 
many problems which confronted it 
and overcoming them, and reached 
its present success. 

In commenting on the first fifty 
years of the hospital's history the 
author stated: "The immediate 
dreams of the founders has long 
since been realized. The Royal Vic- 
toria Hospital has risen, a vast and 
noble structure, its location vindi- 
cated and admired, its service un- 
disputed. But the ultimate proof of 
their judgment must rest vdth the 
long succession of devoted men 
and women tlirough whose generous 
benefactions, professional contribu- 
tions, research and educational 
work, the hospital has served in an 
ever widening sphere and gained 
a fame not unworthy of its found 
ers."

believe that a book could 
change their lives? 

They read, they learn by 
heart, they . are even clever 
enough' to appreciate this "tech- 
nique" and that "device". 

Is it mere arrogance which 
promotes such statements? 

Is it? 

Then, why this lack of en- 
thusiasm in arts? -Why do the 
reactions of students inevitably 
remain true to the "textbook" 
and not true to themselves? 
Why this indifferent, "object-, 
ive", nay, cynical attitude of 
hard • boiled professionalism 
among the literary "experts" of 
the Campus? 

"But if people did not care 
for literature and all the rest 
why do they bother studying 
it?"— 

I know why. — TVue, — they 
have no faith in the .reality of 
art and Arts but they.^hayie a 
slavish belief in conventions 
and society-standards. True, — 
there Is nothing more ludicrous 
than the notion that a person Is 
"cultivated", when she (she, it) 
knows how to talk aboiit art, 
when he (Uie, it) has read tills 
book, and^learnt by heart that 
passage. 

But this Is the very thing 
"they" believe in! They accept 
empty standards, and by accept- 
ing them-H)uIte mechanically— . 
they lose their own taste and 
their own sincerity. They learn 
to know what "oughf'to please 
them. They learn to know what 
they "ought" to say when the., 
conversation' turns on... (God 
know* wtaatl).- They UnUh iu> 



by being thoroughly insincere 
towards themselves. They arrive 
at the poisonous attitude that 
great art (great concepts) are 
unenjoyable but valuable, 
whereas the movies and dirty 
jokes arc of no "value" but en- 
joyable. 

The great ages of culture— the 
societies they spring from— what 
was theU: mark? Sincerity to- 
wards art and learning— above 
all: shicerlty. They were not 
"objective" in their Uste. nor 
afraid of their own opinions. 
They were eager. Their Inter- 
ests were genuine. They had 
faith In the revealing power of 
art and as they felt the "urge" 
they did not feel embarrassed 
even if their enquiries were 
"impractical." 

The poetry of the Daily mir- 
rors bur lack of faith. Poetry, 
even at ils worst, will always 
be an expression of the time 
and atmosphere whence it orl- 
gbiated. 

This year two voices could be 
clearly distinguished — not for 
their intrinsic merit (the ques- 
tion docs not arise in this con- 
text) but for the fact that they 
kept coming back. One voice 
was the avowed lack of faith In 
itselLilt'.was.a.iomiwhat mor- 
bid, masochistic voice. It called 
the universe senseless. Its only 
joy seemed to be a contempla- 
tion of its own spiritual impo- 
tence in borrowed rhymes, and 
it implied, with a certain 
fatigued vanity, that it was Inr 
lercsting "in one so young" to 
be utterly, so metaphysically 
"in the dumps." This voice, 
however, reiterating a hack- 
neyed' complaint, did at last 
convince us of its sincerity, even 
even it only by the sheer force 
of monotony. 

The second voice was any- 
thing but monotonous. It did 
not attempt to sing its own 
lack of faith. As there was ap- 
parently nothing lo believe in— 
it concluded that it was just 
as well if one pretended to be- 
lieve in all sorts of things. It 
was notoriously versatile, but 
it also seemed perfectly insin- 
cere. It was shamelessly pro- 
lific, but it could call nothing 
its own. 

The first voice was: lack of 
faith in the bleak, negative, sin- 
cere form. The second voice 
was lack of faith dressed up in 
a positive way; gaudy; empty; 
insincere. 

The conclusion: That the sur- 
vival of the Arts-faculty (at 
least in its "impractical" as- 
pects), is not only a question of 
certain "measures" and régula- 
tlons. The arts-faculty can con- 
tinue and still be dead, utterly 
dead.— It can be suspended and 
still be kept alive, vigorously 
alive, by those who have faith 
in Its essence.— The faculty of 
Arts is in ourselves, or it Is no- 
where. We can choke it with 
insincerity, with a cynical 
"split", between a "venerable 
scarecrow-notion" of "culture" 
and a "Hollywood idea" of 
"amusement". 

Wc can keep it alive, not by 
"getting a first", no, but per- 
haps by trying to face the real 
problems. There is a living 
challenge in art, and is philoso- 
phy. Hiey are not something 
far away, "things of beauty" 
without concern for us, they 
are realities. They arc potential 
revelations. They can be forces 
in our own life, here and now. 
Unless they are, unless we prove 
our living faith in "Arts", the 
faculty will be dead, whether 
officially buried or not.
